The vessel in question is said to be the schoo 
ner Estella, of seven hundred tons burden, 
and she issaid to be arnred witha most im- 
proved destructive ordnance, and to contain 


a picked crew of more than two hundred 


Her officers are all men of experience. The 
Fenian officers state that before leaving for 
Ireland Stephens issued letters. of marque 
and reprisal to the Estella to capture, sink 
i and destroy all English vessels out of neutral 
‘waters. Captain Burke announced his  in- 
j tention of making the Atlantic’too hot for 
British ships, and declared that the incom- 
ing Cunard steamers were to be captured at 
all hazards, and to that end the Estelle has 
sailed directly in the track of the expected 
vessels. Others will follow as chance offers, 
and their purpose is to detail a portion of the 
arms and men on the Estella to the finest 
available English vessel captured, and thus 
improvise another privateer.
